In view of the energy and 
gasoline shortage in our count- 
ry, and in our town, the Clipper 
asked various businesses, or- 
ganizations and individuals how 
they stand fuel-wise, and what 
if anything, they are doing to 
conserve the fuel we have. 

Responses from service sta- 
tion owners went as follows: 


FRANK HALEY, Auto-Sav & 
American - He has been cut 
15% in his allocation, and ran 
out of regular gas over the past 
week-end. Frank had already 
been closing on Sundays. Mon- 
day, he received more gas and 
had customers lined up to get 
rfy-fueled. 


CHARLES COX, Union 76 - 
He is running out in the middle 
of the week; and when his new 
supply was being unloaded, folks 
saw it and came to stand inline 
for gas. Then he was out again 
until this past Monday. He is 
getting gas on allocation. 


JACK BELL , Spur - He’s been 
out since Wednesday a week 
ago (Nov. 28), and was expect- 
ing some more this past Tues- 
day (Dec. 4). He said the sup- 
plier just had not got to him, 
as it was the first of the month, 
and other customers were being 
served. :

Then we report the following 
Question and Answer item from 
a recent issue of the ‘‘Gulf 
Dealer News,’’ of the Gulf Oil 
Corporation, Houston, Texas, 
concerning the gasoline short- 
age. . 


QUESTION: Has the shortage 
been rigged by the major oil 
companies to serve their own 
selfish purposes such as l.- 
to force the independents out 
of business, 2. - to raise the 
price of gasoline, 3. - to win 
concessions over the objections 
of the environmentalists, i.e., 
government consent to build the 
Alaska pipeline or allow more 
offshore drilling? 

ANSWER: Absolutely not. Even 
the idea that something like 
this could be rigged is ridi- 
culous. In the U.S. there are 
more than 7,000 oil and gas 
producers, some 127 refining 
companies and over 30,000 
marketing firms. No single oil 
company accounts for morethan 
8.5 percent of the U.S. mar- 
ket. Anyone brilliant enough 
to bring off a ‘‘conspiracy’’ of 
this magnitude would undoubt- 
edly have also been smart en- 
ough to realize the oil indus- 
try was most likely to be bla- 
med - and punished - for the 
problem. 

QUESTION: Then what caused 
the problem?

ANSWER: The shortage has 
been brought on over a pericd 
of years by a combination of 
social, economic and political 
conditions which have, on the 
one hand,encouraged unprece- 
dented increase in demand for 
petroleum derived fuels, andon 
the other hand, discouraged the 
development of adequate crude 
supplies and refining capacity 
to meet the demand. Since 
1956, for instance, the govern- 
ment has regulated the price 
of natural gas, and prices have 
been held so low that there 
has been little incentive for any- 
one to explore for new reserves. 
In order to compete, other fuel 
prices have remained at low 
levels, reducing the profitabi- 
lity of refining operations. With 
refinery profits low, investors 
have been hesitant to provide 
the risk capital which would 
have been required to keep 
capacity ahead of the demand 
for product. 

Another example ofthe things 
which brought, on the shortage 
are environmental regulations 
which have prevented electric 
power companies from using 
coal because of its sulphur con- 
tent. Because of this, large 
amounts of crude oil have been 
converted into electric utility 
boiler fuel when it could have 
been used for home heating oil 
or gasoline. 

In a nutshell, the shortage 
results from the fact that crude 
oil supplies and refining capa- 
city just have not increased fast 
enough to provide all the fuel 
America is demanding. It is 
not a shortage in the sense 
that less fuel is available. It 
_is a shortage in the sense that 
we just aren’t producing as 
much as is required. 


QUESTION: But why did the 
shortage come about so sud- 
denly? 

ANSWER: Actually, it didn’t 
come about suddenly. The oil 
industry has been predicting 
for several years that an en- 
ergy shortage would occur if 
oil producing and refining ca- 
pacity were not increased. The 
shortage came sooner and was 
more immediately severe than 
expected, however, because 
rising demand threw the in- 
dustry a curve. Where de- 
mand for petroleum has tra- 
ditionally increased between 
three and four percent a year, 
in 1972 it increased some 7.5 
percent. The American econo- 
my was faltering only two years 
ago, but it bounced back much

faster and to higher peaks than 
could have been anticipated. 
Most factories and mills have 
been operating at peak or over- 
capacity, and it takes fuel for 
energy to run these plants. 

Also, while new car sales 
have been running at record 
levels, the new car emission 
control systems have decreased 
gasoline mileage. A1973 model 
car may require as much as 
30 percent more gasoline to 
travel the same number of miles 
as a 1967 model would require. 


QUESTION: Can anything be 
done to immediately alleviate 
the situation? : 

ANSWER: No. Evenafter plans 
are completed and work is un- 
derway, it takes three to seven 
years to develop an oil field, 
complete a refinery or major 
pipeline. We are already im- 
porting almost 20 percent of 
our petroleum needs, and for- 
eign oil is just as expensive 
as domestic oil. Further in- 
creases in imports can only 
adversely affect our balance of 
payments deficit and deflate 
the value of the dollar in the 
world market. 


QUESTION: Then when will 
the shortage be over? 

ANSWER: Unfortunately the 
situation seems sure to get 
worse before it gets better. 
Emission control regulations 
already scheduled for 1975, 1976 
and 1977 model cars may re- 
duce gasoline mileage even fur- 
ther and require the industry 
to convert to a 91 octane, no-

lead gasoline. Since less gaso- 
line can be made from a bar- 
rel of oil without using lead 
to increase octane, this will 
further decrease the overall 
amount of gasoline which can 
be made from available crude 
resources. 

We are never again likely to 
have an almost unlimited sup- 
ply of cheap -fuel available to 
meet all our requirements. Oil, 
gas and coal are fossil fuels 
and once burned are gone for- 
ever. To develop new reser- 
ves, we must drill deeper and 
deeper on land areas and push 
into deeper water offshore. 
This is increasingly expensive, 
so new oil reserves are going 
to cost more. The develop- 
ment of atomic energy for in- 
dustrial and home use could 
take much of the pressure off 
our fossil fuels, but construc- 
tion of these energy sources 
has been delayed~because of 
environmental concerns. Even 
if we start today on an accel- 
erated program to build them, 
it is likely to be 1985 before 
they can become a significant 
factor. 

QUESTION: How can we solve 
the problem? 

ANSWER: Solutions can only 
come, we believe, througha nat- 
ional energy policy which pro- 
motes the most efficient use of 
the fuel available, and at the 
same time, encourages the pe- 
troleum industry to aggressi- 
vely develop new energy sour- 
ces and manufacturing facili- 
ties. This canonly happen when 
everyone realizes the energy 
crisis is real and it will not 
go away unless we get to work 
and do something abont it.

IMPEACHMENT OR RESIGNATION OF 


A PRESIDENT WOULD POSE GREAT 
TRAGEDY TO NATION 


Frequently have I expressed 
my fears of the great tragedy 
that would befall our country 


if a“President--any President, 
not just Mr. Nixon--should be 
impeached or forced to resign. 
At the same time, however, | 
try to keep an open mind on the 
subject and avoid any predeter- 
mination of the issue because, 
in case of impeachment, as 
a member of the United States 
Senate it would be my sonsti- 
tutional responsibility to sit 
as a member of a jury of 100 
Senators, hearing evidence and 
making a judgment from which 
there would be no appeal. 

The danger of such a sit- 
uation is demonstrated by the 
only impeachment of a Pre- 
sident in American history, that 
of President Andrew Johnson of 
Tennessee who was tried in 
1868. Many Senators who tried 
Johnson had already expressed 
their judgment of guilt even 
before the trial began. And, 
since the impeachment came 
soon after the end of the War 
Between the States, 10 Southern 
States were not even repre- 
sented in the Senate. 

The Constitution clearly 
outlines impeachabie offenses 
as treason, bribery or other 
high crimes and misdemeanors. 
The House of Representatives 
failed in its first attempt to 
impeach Johnson just 105 years 
ago because, as one Congress- 
man stated the case, “If we 
cannot state upon paper a spec- 
ific crime, how are we tocarry 
this case to the Senate for 
trial?’ So Johnson’s opponents 
simply trumped up a specific 
case in order to gain impeach- 
ment 

Now today, after almost a 
year of intensive investigation, 
no specific crime has been put 
m paper against the Presi- 
dent. Senator George Aik 


the venerable and greatly resp- 


ected Senator from Vermont, 
said in effect, either put char- 
ges on paper or get off the 
President’s back so he can go 
ahead with his tasks, and there 
is considerable merit to this 
view. 

It seems to -me that the 
drive to impeach the Presi- 
dent or to force his resigna- 
tion is losing steam. During 
recent weeks we have seen 
evidence that the President is 
determined to fight back. He 
is making informationavailable’ 
to the Courts; he is holding 
press conferences; he is meet- 
ing with Senators, Representa- 
tives and Governors and he is 
‘speaking throughout the coun- 
try--particularly in the South. 

In the past he has emph- 
asized protection and defense 
of the office of the Presidency, 
but it is obvious that he now 
realizes the necessity of pro- 
tecting the President, or in 
other words, of protecting him- 
self. 


There is, no question that 
the American public is unhappy 
with many things--and under- 
standably so--scandals, in- 
flation, energy shortages, and 
missing tapes. But, as my 
mail shows, Alabamians and 
other Americans are taking a 
second look and asking them- 
selves whether the President’s 
impeachment or resignation 
would help solve the nation’s 
problems or would they make 
things worse. 

History tells us how bit- 
terly divided Americans were 
during and after efforts to im- 
peach Andrew Johnson in 1868. 
In my judgment, similar tragic 
divisions would result now from 
a long bitter impeachment trial 
of the President in the United 
States Senate. 

It is my fervent hope and 
prayer that this can be avoided.

Congressional Middle East Trip 
Is Historic And Informative 


A recent Middle East fact- 
finding mission by a special 
subcommittee of the House 
Armed Services Committee in 
which I took part was extre- 
mely informative and historic. 
This was the first visit to Egypt 
by an official congressional co- 
mittee in more than six years 
and probably the first time in 
history that a congressional 
committee has been able to 
observe a major war from both 
sides while the conflict was 
still short of settlement. 

One of the main reasons 
the subcommittee went to the 
Middle East was to assess the 
weapons systems used in the 
war. We learned a great deal 
about the quantity and quality 
of weapons systems supplied to 
both sides, about the perform- 
ance of new weapons in combat, 
about battlefield tactics, and 
about comparative capabilities 
of both U.S. and Soviet wea- 
pons. more information con- 
cerning this subject will pro- 
bably be made available in the 
future. For now, one fact in 
particular stands out in my 
mind--this was the first real 
missile war. Surface to Air, 
Air to Air, Surface to Surface, 
--these types of missiles played 
a most prominent role in the 
final outcome of the recent 
war. 

Both Israel and Egypt were 
extremely cooperative and most 
hospitable in the manner they 
received us. In addition to 
visiting the front lines at Kilo- 
meter 101 and talking with top 
field commanders on both sides, 
as well asthedefense ministers’ 
of both Israel and Egypt, we 
met with the principal politi- 
cal leaders of both countries, 
including Prime Minister Golda 
Meir of Israel, President Anwar 
Sadat of Egypt and our counter- 
parts in the parliaments ofboth 
countries 


could not have been orchestra- 
ted by the Egyptian Govern- 
ment. The Egyptian reception 
we received was especially sig- 
nificant to me because when we 
left the U.S. we were not even 
sure we were going to be allowed 
to visit any of the Arab na- 
tions. After all, it was the 
U.S. who supplied Israel with 
the arms used to kill Arab 
soldiers and I assumed the 
Arabs would hate the U.S. for 
that. 


I came away from the trip 
feeling neither pro-Israel or 
pro-Arab, but with a better 
understanding that there is an- 
other dimension of the prob- 
lem which has not been fully 
publicized to the American pub- 
lic. I also gained a clearer 
ufiderstanding of why it will 
be so difficult to negotiate a 
lasting peace. 


Much of the informaticn we 
obtained from the Middle East 
could only have been gained 
by the kind of direct, on-the- 
spot investigation which the 
subcommittee has just com- 
pleted. All the facts have not 
yet been anaylzed, but I believe 
this will be the most impor- 
tant trip any congressional 
committee will make this Con- 
gress and the information gain- 
ed as a result will be valua- 
ble to the Congress and the 
country for years to come. 


As expected, we received a 
most cordial welcome inIsrael. 
However, I was most surpri- 
sed and extremely impressed 
with the overwhelming recep- 
tion the common people of Egypt 
gave the subcomittee. It was 
not unusual for laborers, sol- 
diers, shopkeepers and others 
to look up from their work or 
line the streets to applaud and 
wave to the congressional group 
as we passed by. Such spon-

Public Safety 
Director E. C. Dothard 
tha. trucks will be weighed, 
with the lower limit enforced 
on the Interstate system, and 
the higher figure allowed on 
other roads. 

Observers found an ironic 
note in the fact that Inter- 
state construction standards 
are much more nearly ade- 
quate for overloads than are 
state and local highways.

municipality, in accordance with uniform 
terms, conditions and procedures as may be 
porvided by law, notwithstanding the provisions 
of Sections 6.13, 6.14 and 6.15 of this Article 
The prohibited activities of Section 6,08 (a) and 
(by shall not be applicable to a judge of a 
municipal court 

The governing body of a municipality shall 
have the right to elect at any time to abolish the 
municipal court within its limits. If such elec- 
tion is exercised, the jurisdiction of the court 
abolished shall be transferred to the district 
court of the district in which the municipality is 
located. The governing body of a municipality, 
may, at its election, re-establish a municipal 
court after appropriate notice 

6.07. Qualificatons of Judges. 

Judges of the supreme court, courts of 
appeals, circuit court and district court shall be 
licensed to practice law in this state and have 
such other dh as the legislature ma 
prescribe. Judges of the probate court shall 
have such qualifications as may be provided by 
law 

6.08, Prohibited Activites 

(a) No judge of any court of this state shall 
during-his continuance in office, engage in the 
practes of law or receive any remuneration for 

is judicial service except the salary and 
allowances authorized by law. 

(b) No judge, except « judge of a probate 
court, shall seek of uccept any non-judicial 
elective office, or hold any other office of public 
trust, excepting service in the military forces of 
the state or federal governments, 

(c) The supreme court shall adopt rules of 
conduct and canons of ethics, not inconsistent 
with the Perecet of this Constitution, for the 
judges of all courts of this state. 

6.09. Judicial Compensation. 

(a) A state judicial compensation commis- 
sion is hereby created which shall recommend 
the salary and expense allowances to be paid 
from the state treasury for all the judges of this 
state except for judges of the probate court. The 
commission shall consist of five members; one 
shall be appointed by the governor, one by the 
president of the senate, one by the speaker of 
the house, and two by the governing body of the 
Alabama State Bar. 

(b) Members of the judicial compensation 
commission shall serve for terms of four years. 
Any vacancy on the commission shall be filled 
in the same manner in which such position wus 
originally. filled. The legijature shall ap- 
propriate sufficient funds for the expenses of 
the commission. « 

(g) No member, of the commission shall. hold 
any other public office, or office in any political 

arty, and no member of the commission shall 

be eligible for appointment to a state judicial 
office so long us he is a member of the 
commission and for two years thereafter 

(d) The commission may submit a report to 
the legislature at any time within the first five 
calendar days of any session, The recommen- 
dations of the commission shall become law 
unless rejected by a joint resolution of altered 
by act of the ey Sent at the session to which 
the report is submitted, The compensation of u 
judge shall not be diminished during his official 
term 

6.10. Administration: 

The chief justice of the supreme court shull 
be the administrative head .of the judicial 
system. He shall appoint an administrative 
director of courts and other needed personnel to 
assist him with his administrative tasks. The 
chief justice may assign appellate justices and 
judges to any appellate court for temporary 
service and trial judges, supernumerary justices 
and judges, and retired trial judges and retired 
appellate judges for temporiury service in uny 
court. Adequate and reasonable financing for 
the entire unified judicial system shall he 
provided. Adequate and reasonable up- 
propriations shall be made by the legislature for 
the entire unified judicial system, exclusive of 
probate courts and municipal courts. The 
legislature shall receive recommendations for 
appropriations for the trial courts from the 
administrative director of courts and for the 
appellate courts from each such court 

6.11. Power to Mike Rules 

The supreme court: shall make and 
promulgate rules governing the administration 
of all courts and rules governing practice und 
procedure in all courts; provided, however. that 
such rules shall not abridge, enlarge or modify 
the substantive right of any purty nor affect the 
jurisdiction of circuit and district courts or 
venue of actions therein; and provided, further, 
that the right of trial by jury as at common law 
and declared by Section 11 of the Constitution 
of Alabama 1901 shall be preserved to the 
parties inviolate. These rules may be changed 
by a general act of statewide application 

6.13, Number of Circuit and District Judges 

(a) The supreme court shall establish criteria 
for determining the number und boundaries of 
judicial circuits and districts, and the number of 
judges needed in each circuit and district. If the 
supreme court finds that a need exists for 
increasing uf decreasing the number of circuit 
or district judges, or for changing the boun- 
daries of judicial circuits or districts, it shall, at 
the beginaing of any session of the legislature, 
certify its findings and recommendations to the 
legislature s 

(b) If a bill is introdu~:d at any session of the 
legislature to increase ur decrease the number 
of circuit or district judges, or to change the 
boundaries of any judicial circuit or district, the 
supreme court must, within three weeks, report 
to the legislature its recommendations on the 
proposed change. No change shall be made in 
the number of circuit or district judges, or the 
boundaries of any judicial circuit or district 
unless authorized by an act adopted after the 
recommendation of the supreme court on such 
proposal has been filed with the legislature 

(c) An act decreasing the number of circuit of 
district judges shall not affect the right of any 
judge to hold his office for his full term 

6.13. Election of Judges 

All judges shall be elected by vote of the 
electors within the territorial jurisdiction of 
their respective courts, 

6.14 Vacancies in Judicial Office 

The office of a judges shall be vacant if he 
dies, resigns, retires. or is removed. Vacancies 
in any judicial office shall be filled by appuint- 
ment by the governor, hidwever. vancancies 
occurring in any judicial office in Jefferson 
County shall be filled as now provided by 
Amendments 83 and 110 to the Constitution of 
Alabama of 1901 and vancancies occurring in 
Shelby, Madison, Wilcox, Monroe, Conecuh. 
Clark, Washington, Henry, Etowah, Walker. 
Tallapoosa, Picken, Greene, Tuscaloosa. St 
Clair County shall be filled as provided in the 
Constitution of 1901 with amendments now or 
hereafter adopted, or as may be otherwise 
established by a properly advertised and 
enacted local law. A judge, other than a probate 
judge, appointed to fill a vacancy, shall serve an 
initial term lasting until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday ia January following the 
neat general election held after he has com- 

leted one year in office. At such electiun such 
judicial office shall be filled for a full term of 
office beginning at the end of the appvinted 
term. 

6.15. Tenure of Office 

(a) The term of office of each judge of a court 
of the judicial system of this state shall be six 


years. 

(b) A law reducing the number of judges of 
the su ¢ court of of a court of spears shall 
be without price to the right of the judges 
affected to seek retention in office. The reduc- 
tion shall become effective when a vancancy in 
the affected court occurs 

6.16, Retirement 

The legislature shall provide by law for the 
retirement of judges, including supernumerary 
judges, with such conditions, retirement 
benefits, and pensions for them and their 
dependents as it may prescribe. No person shall 
be elected or appointed to a judicial office after 
reaching the age of seventy years, provided that 
a judge over the age of seventy may be ap- 
pointed to the office of supernumerary judge if 
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he is not eligible to receive state judicial 
retirement benefits 

6.17, Judicial Inquiry Commission 

(a) A judicial inquiry commission is created 
consisting of seven members. The supreme 
court shall appoint ane appellate justice of 
judge and the circuit judges’ association shall 
appoint two judges of the circuit court as 
members of the commission, The governor 
shall appoint two persons who are not lawyers 
and the governing body of the Alabama State 
Bar shall appoint two members of the State Bar 
to serve as members of the commission.

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WHEAT AND GRAIN SORGHUM 

Marion and Kenneth Sanders 
of the Roeton Community have 
been successful two years now 
with a wheat-grain sorghum 
rotation. The wheat is Nar- 
vested the latter part of May 
or the first of June Then 
grain sorghum is planted and 
combined. This past year they 
sold their wheat in Hartford 
to the elevator there, and Bob’s 
Feed of Dothan and Brundidge 
bought the grain sorghum this

Sanders says that he per- 
sonally likes the wheat-grain 
sorghum cropping better than 
wheat-soybeans. I asked him 
why. He said that he thought 
the grain sorghum would be 
more dependable than the soy- 
bean crop. Other people in 
the county are growing soybeans 
successfully in rotation. In 
fact, there are a lot of com- 
binations that will work, de- 
pending on conditions 


MEAT PRICES 

Frank Britt of Route 4, En- 
terprise, and the Mt. Pleasant 
Community, hit the nail on the 
head the other night at the 
Farmers Recognition Dinner. 
In his response to the wel- 
come extended by Chamber 
President Fred Donaldson, 
Britt said that city people need 
to have a better understanding 
of farming Britt said that 
misunderstandings cause con- 
fusion among consumers, es- 
pecially city consumers. Britt 
pointed out that a steer that sold 
several months ago for $600 is 
selling now for $400. How- 
ever, according to Britt, the 
retail price of beef in the mar- 
ket has changed very little 
He wasn’t placing all the blame 
on the retailer; but, evidently, 
a combination of factors pre- 
vent the consumer from gett- 
ing quick benefits from price 
reductions in the cattle market 
place.

Bennett also po- 
inted. out that TEMIK will take 
care of most nematodes affect- 
ing roses, along with spider 
mites, thrips and aphids. 

Be 
sure to follow directions care- 
fully. 

Bennett likes to buy a rose 
that has at least three large 
healthy canes growing within 
three inches of the bud union. 
He gives several excellent ideas 
on growing roses. If you would 
like to have a copy of his 
recommendations, write to me 
at,;P» O. Box 148, New Brock- 
ton; and I will send you a copy.

NEEDS FARM PLANNING 


Earnings from added acres 
of cropland in 1974 can be in- 
fluenced up or down by the way 
the landowner handles his soil 
and water resources, according 
to a local soil conservation 
leader 

Marion Sanders, chairman 
of the Coffee County Soil and 
Water Conservation District, 
Said he expects a heavy demand 
for technical services from 
landowners this fall, winter, and 
spring 

‘Proper attention to practi- 
cal, proven conservation meth- 
ods can help the landowner get 
the most from his increased 
cropland acres,’’Sanders said. 

“The Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice personnel assigned to the 
Coffee District are being dir- 
ected to give all possible tech- 
nical aid to those who plan to 
return some of their grassland 
or woodland to cropland,’’ Sand- 
ers added. ‘‘But we advise 
consulting with the SCS office 
now, although some of the work 
may not be done until next year, 
because their time and resour- 
ces will need to be scheduled 
carefully if help is to be avail- 
able to those who need it.’’ 

‘For those planning to in- 
crease cropland acreages in 
1974, especially those who are 
taking land from grassortrees, 
this fall and winter is the best 
time to reassess conservation 
plans and survey and install 
practices on the new land to 
be cultivated.’’ 

Acres of corn and soybeans 
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are expected to increase dra- 
matically in 1974. A study of Al- 
abama a few years ago revealed 
that 73% of it’s cropland needed 
additional conservation treat- 
ment. The study showed Coffee 
County to have 28% of it’s 
433,000 acres in cropland. 
With today’s production 
needs, cropland acres will in- 
crease, and the percentage in 
grass, trees, and other uses 
must decrease,’’ Sanders said. 
‘Most land that has been es- 
tablished to grass and trees

ter by the use of legume cover 
crops. 

‘Certainly we have the 
know-how to reduce soil ero- 
sion, and as a result reduce 
long-term land damage,’’ Sand- 
ers concluded.

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City Council Adopts 


Operating Budget 


At the December 4 meeting, 
the Elba City Council adopted 
an operating budget for the 
coming year. 

The budget totals $406,530; 
it includes no equipment pur- 
chases other than the new fire 
truck which will be purchased 
with Revenue Sharing funds 
The total (adopted) revenue for 
the city is $585,000. (This in- 
cludes transfers of excess 
funds from light and water 
departments.) Local funds 
are budgeted for $400,000 to 
include sales tax, cigarette 
tax, ad valorem tax, car tag 
tax, garbage fees, fines th- 
rough Police Department, pri- 
vilege license and local gas 
tax. 

Federal and State funds an - 
ticipated total $185,000. This 
includes all revenue sharing, 
gas excise, alcoholic beverage 
receipts, other excise tax, 
LEPA funds and other State 
and Federal grants. 

The budget shows that the 
miscellaneous travel expense 
of city employees will be 
$1,000, down from the nearly 
$3,000 used last year. Health 
Department allocation has 
been set at $1200. 

No amount has been speci- 


Grantham 
Resigns As 
Deputy Sheriff 


Chief Deputy Sheriff Neil 
Grantham announced this week 
that he is resigning his po- 
sition effective January Ist, 
1974, Grantham officially sub- 
mitted his resignation to Cof- 
fee County Sheriff Ralph Sp- 
arks on Monday of this week. 
He has served as deputy sh- 
eriff since Sparks was elected 


’ sheriff. 
Grantham’s resignation 
read in part... . ‘‘With the 


highest respect and regard for 
Sheriff Ralph Sparks, I feel 
that this move would be in the 
best interests of all concern- 
ed since I plan to be a candi-_ 
date for sheriff of this county 
in the 1974 election.”’ 

Grantham ran for sheriff in 
1970 and placed third with Sp- 
arks and Charlie Webb nar- 
rowly edging him out for a 
spot in the run-off only after 
the very last two ballot boxes 
were counted. The official 
vote in 1970 for the top three 
were Webb -2519; Sparks - 
2196; and Grantham -2131. 

As reported in this news- 
paper last week it is expec- 
ted that Sparks will seek re- 
election next spring. Also 
expected to again seek the po- 
sition was Charlie Webb of 
Enterprise. Webb is pre- 
sently serving as license in- 
spector for the City of Enter- 
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fied for the commodity food 
distribution program, since 
that department will no longer 
rent a building in the city, and 
will be discontinued effective 
at the end of June. 

The mental health budget 
has been increased from 
$1252.50 to $1680. 

Appropriation in Garbage 
Department, other than sal- 
aries, is down to $6,000, This 
includes repair to equipment, 
and new equipment has been 
purchased, thereby cutting 
down on estimated need of 
repairs. 

In the Fire Department, 
$28,000 has been allocated 
for the purchase of the new 
fire truck, hose, etc. (per 
explanation above) 

The Police Department has 
salary increases, pushing that 
amount up to $72,800, with 
$17,550 for expenses 

Street Department will get 
$20,000 for operating expen- 
ses and $45,500 for salaries; 
and eventhough new equipment 
has been purchased, it will be 
used more and therefore nec- 
essitate upkeep and repair. 

Ten thousand dollars is 
scheduled for sewer expenses. 
This is less than the $14,868.09 
spent last year;there were two 
major repairs on broken lines 
which are not anticipated this 
year 

Recreation is budgeted for 
$11,000, about the same as 
last year’s expenditures. 

Library appropriation re- 
mains the same at $1,200 and 
appropriation to the Elba sch- 
ools is also the same at 
$12,000.. 

The excess revenue of 
$178,470 will go toward pay- 
ment of interest on notes, 
bonds, principal payment on 
bonds, street paving, buying 
equipment as needed.
